REPORT OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


The law requires the Selectmen to assess annually upon the 
polls and ratable estate “a sum to be eomputed at the rate of 
three hundred and fifty dollars for every dollar of the public 
taxes ‘apportioned to such town.” 

A town can raise an additional sum for the support of schools. 
The money thus assessed must be assigned to each district ac- 
cording to the valuation of the district, or “in such other man- 
ner as the town at its annual meeting may direct.” 

The Literary Fund is raised by a small percentage on the 
capital stock of banks, and is divided among the towns of the 
State, according to the number of scholars attending school. 

A portion of the railroad tax may be appropriated and a part 
of the dog tax must, under certain contingencies, be applied for 
the support of schools. Our town has been accustomed to raise 
only that amount of money positively required by law for the 
support of its schools. It is a question for the consideration of 
our voters whether an additional sum would not be a wise and 
judicious expenditure. The division of your money among the 
districts according to the number of scholars instead of valuation 
of property, is a question that merits your serious consideration. 

The present district, system with its numerous defects, disad- 
vantages and hindrances to the best progress of our schools, is 
still retained, and will probably continue so, until our citizens 
become sufficiently interested in the education of their children

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to thoroughly investigate the subject. Since such a reluctance 
is manifested to the abolition of districts, some benefit would 
accrue to our schools by enacting a law authorizing, or making it 
the duty of the superintending committee to employ the teachers. 
The knowledge which he has of the different schools, their ad- 
vancement, discipline and wants, together with the attainments 
of teachers, would enable him to make a better selection than a 
prudential committee, who is often personally ignorant of his 
school and qualification of teachers. 

Formerly the school-house was located in some swamp, or on 
a rocky hill-side, with a view, doubtless, of economy, or saving 
all productive land. The most eligible location should be 
selected, with reference to drainage, light, pure air and refined 
scenery. The school-room, before all other places, should be 
made attractive. It should be constructed with due regard to 
the health and comfort of its occupants. It should be well 
ventilated, high posted and capacious; so that each scholar can 
have a seat alone; double seats should never find a place in the 
modern school-room. Three sides at least should be utilized 
for black-boards. A small room, or closet should be made for 
the deposit and safe keeping of maps, globes and other necessary 
apparatus pertaining .to the school-room. There are but two 
respectable school-rooms in town, not one that is constructed as 
it should be. During the past year new seats have been placed 
in the school-house in district No. 6, which adds much to the 
comfort of both teacher and scholars. An attempt was made 
to build a new house in district No. 2, and after the usual 
amount of bickering and litigation, the building is about to be 
erected, and will probably be finished in season for the summer 
term. District No. 5 is in want of a better house; the one now 
occupied is poorly ventilated, and not half large enough for the 
number of scholars in attendance. A new building with suita- 
ble rooms for the two departments of primary and grammar school 
is needed in district No. 1, and it cannot much longer be delayed ; 
necessity will compel either the repair of the old ones, or the 
erection of a new one sufficiently large for the accommodation 
of both schools. 
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The frequent change of text-books is not desirable There 
should, however, be uniformity throughout the town. A few 
years since there were no less than four different grammars used 
in town, and five geographies, three different ones, were used in 
the same school-room. ‘Two series of readers were used; at 
present there is but one, except in district No. 6. There was an 
attempt made to introduce Wilson’s Readers. Through some mis~ 
understanding with the book agent and committee (Mr. Towle), 
the project was abandoned. The pupils in this district learning tha 
Wilson’s Readers were to be introduced, went to Raymond and 
there secured a supply. I would suggest to the next committee 
the propriety of exchanging them for Hillard’s. An arrange- 
ment could easily be made with the publishers to exchange at 
a reduced rate. The following are the books now in use though- 
out the town: Hillard’s series of Readers, Greenleat’s New 
Practical Arithmetic, Colburn’s Mental, Greenleaf’s Primary, 
Guyot’s series of Geographies, Green’s Grammars, and Quack- 
enbos’s Illustrated Language Lessons, ,Campbell’s Concise His- 
tory of United States, Robinson’s Algebra, and Hutchinson’s 
Physiology. It might be advantageous for the higher or more 
advanced classes in reading to use, a part of the time, Quacken- 
bos’s late edition of United States History, or some other simi- 
lar work; thus while learning to read they would acquire some 
knowledge of the history of their country. 

For two or three years past our town has been very fortunate 
in the employment of good teachers. Daring the past year 
there have been four who had attended our State Normal School, 
and three others of long experience and marked ability. There 
is reason to believe that the standard of scholarship of our 
teachers is better than in most of the adjoining towns, and it 
will doubtless be the aim and purpose of future committees to 
raise it still higher. It is impossible to have good schools with 
poor instructors. It requires something more than good schol- 
arship to make good teachers. Like all other business, there 
must be a taste, an aptitude for it, coupled with a good share 
of what is termed common sense or mother wit. Experience s 
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requisite, especially when there has been no advantage of a. 
normal or training school. Many who attempt to teach do not 
thoroughly understand the branches to be taught; they have no 
conception of the real duties of a teacher, no tact for imparting 
instruction even if they knew what they wanted to'teach. There 
is another class, confined mostly to the male teacher, who do 
not intend to make teaching a business, but keep a school for 
the purpose of replenishing a light purse. He moves on in a 
haphazard, slipshod manner, his ambition fully satisfied if he 
can get through the day, through the week, to the close of the 
school, and then receive the money which he never earned. 

First District. Two terms of the Grammar school were 
taught by Miss Cheney, in her usual thorough and systematic 
manner, as a teacher, it would be difficult to find her equal. In 
consequence of some misapprehension respecting the amount of 
money to be expended, she engaged another school for the 
winter and the district was unfortunately deprived of her ser- 
vices. At the solicitation of some of the parents, a male teach- 
er was employed for the winter term. Mr. Parker was u very 
good scholar but of no experience as a teacher. 

Two terms of the Primary school were taught by Miss Leach, 
who fully sustained her previous reputation as a first-class in- 
structress. The proficiency made by her little scholars was all 
that could reasonably be expected. A number have entered, 
and more will enter the Grammar school the next term. 

Second District. Two terms taught by Miss E. Robinson ; 
her first experience in teaching; her school was orderly and 
the progress was good. 

Third District. Both terms were taught by Miss Lothrop. 
This was her first effort in teaching; her discipline was excel- 
Jent, and proficiency of her pupils commendable. 

Fourth District. Miss Plumer, an experienced, energetic and 
thoroughly practical instructress, was employed both terms. 
Under her ministrations, the progress made exceeded that of 
former years. She is well qualified to instruct any school in 
town.

Fifth District. Notwithstanding the inconvenience of a. 
small and badly-arranged room, the school was one of the best in 
town, and to Miss Jenness the district is greatly indebted for 
the present condition of their school. Her services are needed 
in another part of the town, provided the parents of this 
district would assent to the transfer. 

Sixth District. Both terms were taught by Miss Nichols, 
and will be another year, if those most interested are competent 
to form a correct estimate of the value of the services of a good 
teacher. , 

Seventh District. The first term was taught by Miss Chase, 
the second by Miss Lane. Both of these teachers are from our 
State Normal-School, and thoroughly understand the business 
of teaching; there is, however, a lack of interest on the part of 
some of the parents, which renders this school a difficult one 
to teach. The services of the teachers should be retained in 
town. 

A report of our schools would be incomplete without some 
chiding word to some parents in reference to the irregular 
attendance of some of our scholars. [am unable to comprehend 
the satisfaction it must afford a parent of depriving his child of 
the little means of education our common. schools furnish. 
Is it thoughtlessness or does it yield some degree of pleasure 
that so many of our citizens permit their children to stay away 
from school altogether, or attend so wregularly that the benefits 
of the school are next to nothing? It is certainly not the fault 
of teachers, for we have had those who cannot be excelled for a 
conscientious discharge of duty, those who have done everything 
possible to have their pupils attend regularly. Every means 
have been taken to correct this great and growing evil. Written 
excuses have been required of parents; they do not hesitate to 
furnish them on the most trivial pretexts. When remonstrated 
with, it is too cold or too hot, the traveling too muddy or too 
dusty, the distance too far or too near; anything for an excuse. 
That person is unworthy the name of a parent who does not im- 
prove every opportunity to send his children to school constantly 
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from the age of six to sixteen. It is impossible to give your chil- 
dren too good an education. The liberally educated man, other 
things being equal, will carry the hod of brick and mortar much 
better than the unlearned and illiterate. The wrong you do your 
child in allowing him or her to remain out of school cannot be 
estimated. |
